SHOCKING TRAGEDY.
——————
Viclent Death of a Respectable Cltizon —
His Skull Smashed In by an Infariate
Draymnan.

The Bt. Louls Republioan of the 18th iust.
Eays:—
ne of the most startling and deplorable eases
of homicide which bas otcurred in this ity for
o leng time transpired yosterday evening at the
freight depot of the Paclfie Iroad. The
victim was Mr. Willlam H, Gray, of the firm of
Gray & Painter, grocers, and the perpetrator of
the ontrage was a drayman.

STATEMENT OF M. D. IT. PAINTER.

Mr. Gray, myself, and the driver went over to
load some bhemp. fn the dapol we got & truck
and pul a bale on It; the driver got ahead of the
draymen, and the draymen threatened to move
our teamn away: we were probably 80 fest from
him; he came to where we were and gel to
quarrelling; he had kardly got at himm when he
took a stake lylng on the gronnd and just him
once; he fell towards me and I got hold of and
ralsed him; he never spoke,

Mr. Gray appears to have been strnek when
quite unaware of any foul intemtions bel
entertaleed towards him. He was approache
from behind, and Mr. Painter observed (ke
drayman hit him, but the man's actione were so
qulck that bhe conld mnot avert the blow. The
stake was a héavy one, and swung by ths power-
ful arm of a sialwart frame, came down with a
fearful momentum, andgerashed in the skull to
an extent which dissipated all hope of snccessful
treatment.

TLIGHT OF THRE SLAYER,

There were quite a number ot persons in the
vieinity ef the ecene of the occurrence, and eon-
slderable excilement prevalled. No one except
those immediately tendlng the wounded man
had an adequate conception of the shocking
character of the atimck, but when the perpe-
trator of the outrage fled he was hotl Enrluad.
He evaded capture and got elear of his pur-
suers.

DEATH OF MR. GRAY.

Mr. Gray, on being remeved to his residence
on Targee streel, between Market street and
Clark avenue, was attended by Drs. Shore,
Hogden, and Mudd. The skull had been badly
crughed in; one fracture extended four inches
from behind the left ear, and the brain was ex-
Fnaed. The operation of trepanning was per:
ormed, but all surgical ald was of no avatl,
and Mr. Gray expired at 10 minutes to 8. He
did not speak or manifest consciousness from
the time he was struck.

THE ACCUSED,

The delivery clerk at the freight depot gave
itae his opinien that the man who struck the
blow wae John Tracy, & drayman in the employ
of Lewis Nansen & Uo., commission merchants.

Tracy had come for ofx barrels of batter, and
bad sigoed for it In the delivery-book.

The police made strennous exertions to effect
the arrest of the guilty party. There was but
little doubt of his speedy arrest.

DECEASED AND HIS FAMILY,

Mr. Gray was thirty-six years old; he had a
Inrge circle of friends, and had acquired con-
slderable progen.y. He left a wiie heart broken
with the grief which bad fallen on ber and her
four children with ench appalling swiltness.

OBITUARY.

Glovanni Battista Guiseppe Patania,

Signor Glovanni Battista Guiseppe Patanla,
who died In New York on the 17th iost., was o
native of Palermo, Riclly, and at the time of his
death was fifty-seven yvears old. He was an
artlst by profession, as his father also was. He
pald much attention to portrait painting, and
among ihe last products of his pencil were a
ortrait of Miss Nettie Chase, daughter of the
thief Justice, and one of the late Chancellor
Tlobinson, paluted for the Manhettan Club. He
was famous for his grotesque figures, and capital
caricatures of Hierstadt, Ginoux; Eastman
Johnson, Beard and others, still hang in hia
studio, corner of Broadway and Tenth street.
Signor Patania had resided In this country
fifteen years, and his death resulted from com-
bined sttacks of heart disease and softening of
the brain. His funeral took place yesterday at
the church of St. Antonio de Padona, and was
attended by a large concourse of friends.

to prevent the present situation from becoming
etill woree, I hope that the electors will also
acknowledge thail even to render a good serve
a8 & check agalnst absolutism Is lmpossible with-
out n dissolutien. For ten years have I been
content to render this ungrateful service in the
Pruesian Parllament. 1 now leave it to others,
who have more time and confidemce than I
bave, to do likewise in the Reichstag.”
